Tropical Storm Isaac likely 
by Wednesday 



There is an 80 percent chance 
Tropical Storm Isaac will 
have formed near the Lesser 
Antilles in the eastern 
Caribbean Sea by Wednesday 
morning, according to the 
National Hurricane Center. 

It’s still too early to predict 
the storm's track, but 
weather-watching enthusiasts 
are discussing the possibility 
that it could make a turn to¬ 
ward the north and impact the 
East Coast. 

It’s also possible it could 
move toward the Gulf of Me¬ 


xico states or the Yucatan 
Peninsula, or that it could dis¬ 
integrate thanks to dry air and 
high wind shear, of course. 

The hurricane center's 
forecast says that while the 
storm has become better de¬ 
fined over the past few hours, 
it has "limited” shower and 
thunderstorm activity. Condi¬ 
tions are nevertheless con¬ 
ducive to a tropical 
depression forming over the 
next day or so, according to 
the forecast.

Six new ‘teachers’ for Tra’i Merdia 
program 


Government has simplified 
process for getting welfare 



dren and their development. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, the role of the Traimer- 
dia team is very important with 
respect to the guidance and 
formation of the children who 
attend the program at the va¬ 
rious centers. An extra push is 
given children which parents 
also expect so that their chil¬ 
dren would eventually grow up 
to be productive citizens with 
bright futures. 

The children in the Tra’i 
Merdia Program spend the 
greatest part of their time with 
these ‘teachers.’And, they de¬ 
pend on them for their intellec¬ 


tual, social, technical, and 
emotional development, as 
well as for guidance in learn¬ 
ing values and norms. 

The Traimerdia Bureau pro¬ 
vides care after school for chil¬ 
dren at various centers around 
the island. The program is well 
structured to promote the inte¬ 
gral development of our chil¬ 
dren. The program includes 
guidance, stimulation of differ¬ 
ent aspects of development of 
the child. Homework guidance 
is also an important part of the 
program for each child. 


During a recent press confe¬ 
rence the government made 
reference to the process for ob¬ 
taining welfare. They informed 
that previously it was neces¬ 
sary to file a formal petition. At 
the Department of Social Af¬ 
fairs, one person was responsi¬ 
ble for making the decision as 
to whether or not someone 
would be eligible for the wel¬ 
fare check. In the event some¬ 
one did not qualify, per that 
one person’s decision, the pe¬ 
titioner had to summons the 
services of the LAR immedi¬ 
ately to appeal the decision. 
This was the only way that a 
petitioner could have tried for 
a second time to be eligible for 
welfare. 


The government has de¬ 
cided to change that system. 
They have now installed a spe¬ 
cial internal commission that 
would revise all petitions for 
welfare and then make a deci¬ 
sion. It is no longer one soli¬ 
tary person making that de¬ 
cision, but three or four per¬ 
sons who work in the welfare 
area as well as in the area to¬ 
gether with the director of the 
Department. 

This, according to the go¬ 
vernment will create better fa¬ 
cilities for our people and 
would avoid having to take 
such a long route to get the 
needed help.

Arjan Erkel, former kidnapped 
Dutchman, to lecture in Aruba 


Candidate for the September 
12th election to the Second 
House of Chamber (Tweede 
Kamer), and member of the 
CDA party, will be lecturing 
here on Aruba on Friday, Au¬ 
gust 24th at the Dr. Edward 
Cheung Center for Innovation. 
The 42 year old Erkel, who 
with no intention of ever be¬ 
coming world famous as an 
executive with the “Medico- 
nan Sin Frontera” group, was 
kidnapped in the Russian Re¬ 
public of Dagestan. He was 
held captive for 607 days be¬ 
fore regaining his freedom. 

During his lecture in Aruba, 
Erkel will tell the story of what 
happened to him, because, as 
he stated.... “it was from there 
that I received my enormous 
aspiration to defend democ¬ 
racy. I also want to explain 
why I choose to join CDA and 
not some populist party. I ex¬ 
perienced where extremism 
can lead.” This is how the cul¬ 
tural anthropologist, Arjan 
Erkel, expressed himself. 

He said that he wishes to 
meet with expatriates here on 
Aruba to explain what CDA 
could mean for them. Accor¬ 
ding to Erkel, in the past ex¬ 
pats would get on a boat and 
travel to another country to 
live never to return. Today that 
is no longer the case. People 



today go for a period of years 
to live abroad. Erkel himself 
lived abroad for five years on 
account of his work. He was 
with the “Doctors Without 
Borders” group, and lived in 
places like Uganda, Kenya, 
Sierra Leone, Tajikistan, 
Uzbekistan and Russia. He 
says, “this is why I know what 
expats often have to face.” He 
is also convinced that Holland 
can be proud of her expats who 
are doing a lot of good. It is 


important to maintain contact 
with this group. And, he says, 
he wants to know how they are 
fairing here, what are their 
concerns and if CDA can do 
anything to help them. 

Ever since his abduction, he 
is in demand for giving lec¬ 
tures and other presentations. 
Erkel has written a book titled, 
“Ontvoerd” (kidnapped) in 
which he relates his experience 
and the impact that this has had 
on his life. Erkel is the founder 
of the Foundation “Stop Child 
Abuse” with a focus primarily 
on fighting against child pros¬ 
titution. He is also one of the 
owners of the “Walking Tree 
Bureau” which guides compa¬ 
nies through change, reorgani¬ 
zations and growth. 

His first visit to Aruba was 
back in 2010, for a very short 
time. He claims that this time 
around again he is unable to 
stay for some time as he must 
return to Holland for the cam¬ 
paign and upcoming elections 
there. He is looking forward to 
a large crowd for his presenta¬ 
tion here. His lecture will be 
this Friday, August 24th at the 
Dr. Edward Cheung Center for 
Innovation from 7:00 pm in 
the evening. Entrance is free.

Obama warns Syria over 
chemical arms as fighting 


rages 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
yesterday that if Syria were to 
move or use its chemical 
weapons it would be a "red 
line" that would change his 
perspective on how to respond 
to the conflict. 

Obama said he had not or¬ 
dered US military intervention 
"at this point," but warned that 
the United States was "moni¬ 
toring the situation very care¬ 
fully, and we have put together 
a range of contingency plans. 

"There would be enormous 
consequences if we start seeing 
movement on the chemical 
weapons front or the use of 
chemical weapons... That 
would change my calculations 
significantly," he told reporters 
at a White House briefing. 

Responding to a question 
about the Syrian arsenal, 
Obama said: "I have at this 
point not ordered military en¬ 
gagement in the situation, but 
that point that you made about 
chemical and biological 
weapons is critical. 

"It is not just an issue that 
concerns Syria, but our close 
allies in the region, including 


Israel. It concerns us. We can¬ 
not have a situation where 
chemical or biological 
weapons are falling into the 
hands of the wrong people. 

Bashar al-Assad's belea¬ 
guered regime is reported to 
have access to weapons con¬ 
taining nerve gas or germ war¬ 
fare agents, and Obama said 
the regime has been warned 
that any recourse to such arms 
would be unacceptable. 

"And we have communi¬ 
cated in no uncertain terms 
with every player in the region, 
that this is a red line for us and 
that there would be enormous 
consequences," he said. 

"If we start seeing move¬ 
ment on the chemical 
weapons front or the use of 
chemical weapons that would 
change my calculations sig¬ 
nificantly." 

Syria's admission in July 
that it has chemical weapons 
and could use them in case of 
any "external aggression" 
added a potentially dangerous 
new dimension to the conflict 
which the new international 
peace envoy describes as civil 
war. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday denied 
Julian Assange's assertion that 
Washington was orchestrating 
a "witch-hunt" for him, saying 
the WikiLeaks founder was 
making "wild" claims to de¬ 
flect attention. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
that the United States had 
nothing to do with attempts by 
Britain to extradite Assange, 
who is holed up in Ecuador's 
embassy in London and is 
wanted in Sweden over sexual 
allegations. 

"He is making all kinds of 
wild assertions about us when 
in fact his issue with the go¬ 
vernment of the United King¬ 
dom has to do with whether 
he's going to face justice in 
Sweden for something that has 
nothing to do with WikiLeaks, 
it has to do with charges of 
sexual misconduct," Nuland 
told reporters. 

"He is clearly trying to de¬ 
flect attention away from the 
real issue, which is whether 
he's going to face justice in 
Sweden," she told reporters. 

"That case has nothing to 
do with us. It's a matter be¬ 
tween the UK, Sweden and 
now Ecuador has inserted it¬ 
self," she said. 

Nuland, in an exchange 
with reporters, later clarified 
that Assange was not charged 
in Sweden but was wanted for 
questioning. Two female Wiki¬ 
Leaks volunteers in Sweden 
have accused Assange of sex 
crimes.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama yes¬ 
terday slammed a Republican 
lawmaker who had questioned 
whether a "legitimate rape" 
can lead to pregnancy, and de¬ 
fended his own campaign's 
stance on abortion law. 

"Well, first of all the views 
expressed were offensive. 
Rape is rape, and the idea we 
should be parsing and qualify¬ 
ing and slicing what types of 
rape we are talking about does 
not make sense to the Ameri¬ 
can people," he said. 

"It certainly does not make 
sense to me," he added. 

On Sunday, Congressman 
Todd Akin, a representative 
from Missouri and his party's 
nominee for the Senate, trig¬ 
gered outrage when he as¬ 
serted that a woman's body can 
spontaneously block an un¬ 
wanted pregnancy. 

This claim, which is unsup¬ 
ported by science, has been 
used in the past by some US 


Christian conservatives to jus¬ 
tify their opposition to all abor¬ 
tions, even those sought by 
women who have been raped. 

At a press briefing, Obama 
acknowledged that senior Re¬ 
publicans, including White 
House challenger Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, had distanced themselves 
from the lawmaker, but said 
the comment nevertheless un¬ 
derlined policy differences. 

"What I think that these 
comments do underscore is 
why we should not have a 
bunch of politicians, a majority 
of whom are men, making 
health care decisions on behalf 
of women," Obama said. 

"I think that the underlying 
notion that we should be mak¬ 
ing decisions on behalf of 
women for their health care de¬ 
cisions for qualifying forcible 
rape versus non-forcible rape 
are broader issues," he insisted. 
"That is a significant differ¬ 
ence and approach between me 
and the other party," he said.

More than 20 dead in 
Venezuela prison violence 


CARACAS (AFP) - More than 
20 people were killed in the 
latest outbreak of violence in 
Venezuela’s overcrowded pri¬ 
sons as heavily armed gangs 
fought for control of a prison 
near Caracas, authorities said 
yesterday. 

Iris Varela, the minister for 
prison affairs, told state-run 
media that the clashes erupted 
Sunday in the Yare I peniten¬ 
tiary, instigated by inmates 
’’who want to maintain control 
through force." 

"There are more than 20 
dead and a family member of 
one of the prisoners also lost 
their life," she said. 

According to reports there 


were people injured as well, 
but the government provided 
no details. 

Local news reports said 
several hundred family mem¬ 
bers were visiting inmates at 
the prison when the violence 
broke out. 

Varela blamed it on a con¬ 
frontation between two "heav¬ 
ily armed groups" within the 
prison. 

Local news reports said it 
may have been started by pris¬ 
oners who had been trans¬ 
ferred to Yare I from La Planta, 
a notoriously violent and over¬ 
crowded prison in Caracas that 
was closed after a violent, 
weeks-long uprising in May.

S.African mine reopens after 
deadly clashes 


MARIKANA, South Africa 
(AFP) - Platinum giant Lon¬ 
min yesterday reopened its 
South African mine where 44 
people have been killed in a 
wildcat strike, and gave work¬ 
ers another day to come back 
to the job. 

The world's third-largest 
platinum producer said about 
27 percent of the mine's 
28,000 employees came to 
work yesterday, but warned it 
could fire anyone who does 
not show up at 7:00 am (0500 
GMT) today. 

The 11-day illegal strike by 
about 3,000 rock drill opera¬ 
tors had closed production at 
the Marikana mine, where 34 
people were gunned down by 
last police Thursday after 10 
others were killed earlier in 
clashes between rival unions. 

The powerful National 
Union of Mineworkers (NUM) 
also urged workers to take up 
their tools, but urged an exten¬ 
sion of the deadline as the min¬ 
ers' families are still iden¬ 
tifying bodies and arranging 
funerals. 

But the upstart Association 
of Mineworkers and Construc¬ 


tion Union (AMCU) — the 
driving force behind the wild¬ 
cat strike — still sounded defi¬ 
ant, accusing Lonmin and 
NUM of a conspiracy to rid 
the mine of its members. 

"We are not safe. Our 
phones have been tapped," 
AMCU president Joseph Math- 
unjwa told a crowd at a shanty¬ 
town near the mine. "They will 
then together analyse and draw 
up a list. Any AMCU member 
will then be fired." 

His group launched the 
strike calling for a tripling of 
the basic monthly wage of 
4,000 rand ($486, 400 euros). 

That led to clashes with the 
NUM whose membership has 
eroded since the emergence of 
AMCU. 

But Lonmin said it has not 
formally received any de¬ 
mands from the strikers and 
said AMCU has not partici¬ 
pated in its talks with workers. 

"Our priority is to return to 
normality. We are in consulta¬ 
tions with the unions, NUM, 
which is the majority union at 
the mine," top Lonmin mining 
official Mark Munroe told a 
press conference. 


Yesterday was the first day 
of a week of national mourn¬ 
ing declared by President 
Jacob Zuma, with nationwide 
memorials planned for Thurs¬ 
day. 

Thousands of workers gath¬ 
ered in a field near the mine, 
without the machetes and 
other weapons that had 

Some accused Lonmin of 
insensitivity for expecting 
them to go back to work while 
they are still in mourning. Six 
bodies still have not been iden¬ 
tified, according to the govern¬ 
ment. 

They can fire us if they 
want, we are not going back to 
work.

Few police were seen on 
patrol yesterday, though a hel¬ 
icopter sometimes passed in 
the distance. 

A court outside the capital 
Pretoria yesterday heard 
charges ranging from murder 
to public violence against the 
259 men arrested after Thurs¬ 
day's crackdown, when police 
opened fire on hundreds of 
strikers armed mainly with 
spears, machetes and clubs. 
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Terre'Blanche killer 'believes 
extremist gave him HIV 



(AFP) - The black farmworker 
convicted of killing Eugene 
Terre'Blanche believes the 
white supremacist leader gave 
him HIV, a psychologist said at 
his sentencing hearing Mon¬ 
day. 

Chris Mahlangu was con¬ 
victed in May of bludgeoning 
Terre'Blanche to death in his 
farmhouse outside the small 
town of Ventersdorp on April 
3,2010. 

During the trial, the court 
found no proof that Ter¬ 
re'Blanche had raped 
Mahlangu. 


But as his sentencing hear¬ 
ing got under way Monday, 
clinical psychologist Hein 
Swanepoel told the court that 
Mahlangu believes Ter¬ 
re'Blanche raped him and gave 
him HIV, the virus that could 
lead to AIDS, according to the 
Independent Online. 

"He alleges he was raped by 
the deceased three to four 
times and did not resist be¬ 
cause the deceased was a pow¬ 
erful man. He did inform 
police about the rape and for 
fraudulent reasons that was not 
included in the statement," 
Swanepoel said. 


The psychologist was testi¬ 
fying in mitigation, as 
Mahlangu's defence tried to 
convince the court to hand 
down a milder sentence than 
the possible life in prison. 

Judge John Horn had re¬ 
jected Mahlangu's claims to 
have acted in self-defence and 
accepted the prosecution's ar¬ 
gument that the killing had 
been triggered by a fight over 
wages. 

Terre'Blanche, 69 when he 
was killed, co-founded the far- 
right Afrikaner Resistance 
Movement (AWB) which vio¬ 
lently opposed South Africa's 
all-race democracy and cam¬ 
paigned for a self-governing 
white state. 

Their campaign included 
bomb attacks ahead of the 1994 
elections, which ended the 
white-minority apartheid state. 

The killing confronted South 
Africa with memories of its 
dark apartheid past, but during 
the long proceedings the trial 
has largely faded from public 
debate. 


Bolivia's child workers in daily 
struggle for life 



LA PAZ(AFP) - "I have 
worked as long as I can re¬ 
member," says Felix Mamani 
Mayta, a 14-year-old whose 
life story illustrates an every¬ 
day reality for 850,000 chil¬ 
dren and adolescents in 
Bolivia. 

Felix, who is still in school, 
began with small jobs in retail 
and later as a bicycle delivery 
boy for his family's business, a 
combination ice cream shop and 
meat and poultry distributor. 

Witty and full of energy, 
Felix is a board member of the 
Union of Boys and Girl Work¬ 
ers of Bolivia, an advocacy 
group that lobbies Congress 
and municipal councils for 
legal protections for children. 

The group lobbies "so that 
working girls and boys have a 
place in society, so that all 
children and adolescents are 
taken into account, so that we 
are listened to as children," he 
told AFP. 

Franz Rios Apaza is 13 


years old and sells cigarettes in 
the streets of El Alto, a city 
bordering La Paz and one of 
the poorest in the country. 

"I began working when I 
was seven," he said. He 
worked as a bus driver's assis¬ 
tant, and shined shoes, and any 
other work he could find. 

"I don't have a father, only a 
mother, and we are three 
brothers," he said. "I am in 
school. I go in at seven in the 
evening and get out at 10 at 
night, and from there I go sell 
cigarettes until two or three in 
the morning. "I earn 50 boli¬ 
vianos (about seven dollars) on 
Fridays and Saturday, when I 
make more money." 

— * A problem of poverty* — 

Child labor "is a problem of 
poverty, not only in Bolivia, 
but in developing countries," 
said UNICEF's representative 
in La Paz, Marco Luigi Corsi, 
adding that there are no easy 
solutions. 

The United Nations Chil¬ 
dren's Fund estimates that 


850,000 children between the 
ages of five and 17 in Bolivia 
work and believes that it puts 
them at physical and psycho¬ 
logical risk. 

UNICEF, the Bolivian gov¬ 
ernment and non-governmen¬ 
tal organizations have 
identified 23 categories of 
child labor that all agree are 
dangerous. 

They include work harvest¬ 
ing sugar cane and chestnuts in 
the lowlands and the Amazon 
basin, and mining in the An¬ 
dean highlands. 

In a country of 10 million 
people "there are about 
300,000 who are dedicated fall 
time to some form of child 
labor and between 40 and 60 
percent in Bolivia are likely in¬ 
volved in the worst forms of 
child labor," says UNICEF 
spokesman Wolfgang Friedl. 

Marco de Gaetano, coordi¬ 
nator of an NGO called El Tra- 
bajo de Crecer, which operates 
in Bolivia and Peru, says the 
goal is to end all forms of ex¬ 
ploitation of minors. 

Despite this, many child 
workers in Bolivia, especially 
those involved in commerce, 
believe they have been strength¬ 
ened by their experience. 

However there is unani¬ 
mous agreement that children 
deserve access to health, edu¬ 
cation, dignity and to be pro¬ 
tected against exploitation and 
the worst forms of child labor.

Down's syndrome testing hits several 
European markets 



BERLIN (AFP) - A new pre¬ 
natal test for Down’s syndrome 
hit the market in Germany and 
several other European coun¬ 
tries Monday, the manufac¬ 
turer said, amid a controversy 
over whether it could lead to 
more abortions. 

The product, marketed as 
PrenaTest and manufactured 
by German life sciences com¬ 
pany LifeCodexx, ”is targeted 
exclusively toward women in 
their 12th week of pregnancy 
and beyond who are at an in¬ 
creased risk” of delivering a 
child with Down's syndrome, 
the company said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The test which involves 


screening pregnant women's 
blood samples for the pres¬ 
ence of foetal Down's syn¬ 
drome — also known as 
trisomy 21 — had recently 
come under fire from rights 
groups concerned about abor¬ 
tions. 

In June, the international 
federation of Down's syn¬ 
drome organisations objected 
to such testing at the European 
Court of Human Rights. 

The federation, grouping 30 
associations in 16 countries, 
said the Strasbourg court 
should "recognise the human 
condition and protect the right 
to life of people with Down's 
syndrome and those handi¬ 


capped”. 

But last month, Switzerland 
gave the test the green light 
with a decision by Swissmedic, 
the national agency for thera¬ 
peutic products. 

Germany's ombudsman for 
the disabled, Hubert Huppe, 
for his part called the test "il¬ 
legal”, fearing a "selection of 
man by Down's Syndrome", 
but it did not stop the test from 
going to market. 

Down's syndrome is caused 
by having an extra copy of 
chromosome 21 and the risk 
increases as a woman gets 
older. 

LifeCodexx described their 
procedure as a "risk-free alter¬ 
native to common invasive ex¬ 
amination methods such as 
amniocentesis". 

Invasive procedures cur¬ 
rently used for prenatal diag¬ 
nosis — in the 16th week of 
pregnancy — pose a one per¬ 
cent risk of foetal loss. The di¬ 
agnosis is therefore only made 
available to high risk women, 
which fails to catch all cases. 

Besides Germany and 
Switzerland, the test is also 
now available in Austria and 
Liechtenstein. 


S. Korea heatwave kills more 
poultry 



SEOUL (AFP) — South has taken its toll on both hu- 
Korea's extended heatwave mans and animals, with more 

than 830,000 chickens or other 



than 830,000 


poultry reported dead as of 
Wednesday. 

The agriculture ministry 
said 786,512 chickens, 40,780 
ducks, 3,000 quail, 336 pigs 
and five cows have died since 
July 20, when the peak tem¬ 
perature began hovering above 
33 Celsius (91.4 Fahrenheit) in 
most areas. 

The stifling heat also killed 
seven people in June and July, 
the health ministry said, 
mostly elderly people working 
in fields or greenhouses. 

Temperatures have stayed 
above 35 C for 12 days in 
much of the country, causing 
massive blooms of algae in 
rivers. 

Sales of electric fans and air 
conditioners have soared. On 
Monday the state power com¬ 
pany warned that reserves 
were dangerously low and 
urged people to switch off ap¬ 
pliances, as usage reached a 
record. 

The meteorological admin¬ 
istration says relief is in sight 
starting Friday, with midday 
temperatures dropping to the 
customary August figure of 
30C from the weekend.

Berlin douses hopes of 


quick euro crisis fix 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
yesterday dampened hopes for 
powerful action from the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank to fix the 
euro crisis and slapped down 
speculation of an immediate 
breakthrough on debt-wracked 
Greece. 

European markets opened 
firmer following a report Sun¬ 
day in respected German 
newsweekly Spiegel that the 
ECB was mulling huge inter¬ 
vention to drive down the bor¬ 
rowing costs of countries hit 
by the crisis. 

Without citing sources, 
Spiegel said the Frankfurt- 
based central bank would cap 
the borrowing costs of individ¬ 
ual nations, buying their bonds 
in the open market to drive 
down these costs to below the 
limit set. 


The aim would be to con¬ 
trol speculation on the likeli¬ 
hood of the eurozone breaking 
up and help countries like 
Spain and Italy which have 
suffered from rapidly spi¬ 
ralling borrowing costs. 

But a spokesman for Ger¬ 
man Finance Minister Wolf¬ 
gang Schaeuble was quick to 
quash the report. 

Martin Kotthaus told a re¬ 
gular government briefing he 
was not aware of such a plan 
but that "purely theoretically 
and speaking in the abstract, 
such an instrument would of 
course be very problematic." 

The ECB, which very rarely 
comments on press reports, 
also reacted swiftly, saying it 
was "absolutely misleading to 
report on decisions, which have 
not yet been taken." 


New chief: Central African 
economic bloc in 'bad shape' 


BRAZZAVILLE (AFP) - The 
incoming head of the Eco¬ 
nomic Community of Central 
African States (CEMAC) said 
yesterday the six-nation bloc’s 
efforts to deepen economic in¬ 
tegration in the region were not 
going well. 

"It seems to me it's com¬ 
mon knowledge that the inte¬ 
gration of the CEMAC zone,

which started off well, is in 
kind of bad shape compared to 
other blocs like ECOWAS (the 
Economic Community of West 
African States)," Congolese 
politician Pierre Moussa told 
journalists.

CEMAC president at the or¬ 
ganisation's 11th heads of state 
conference last month in Braz¬ 
zaville. He formally takes of¬ 
fice on August 28 for a 
five-year term, replacing scan¬ 
dal-tainted Cameroonian An¬ 
toine Ntsimi. 

The CEMAC states are 
Cameroon, the Central African 
Republic, Congo, Gabon, 
Equatorial Guinea and Chad, 
all of which use the CFA franc 
as their currency. 

It was formed in 1994 after 
a predecessor, the Central 
Africa Customs and Economic 
Union (UDEAC), was dis¬ 
solved. 
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CME applies to set up futures 
exchange in London 


CHICAGO (AFP) - CME 
Group, the world's largest fu¬ 
tures market operator, said yes¬ 
terday it was seeking British 
regulatory approval to set up a 
European exchange based in 
London. 

Chicago-based CME, 
which owns the Chicago Mer¬ 
cantile Exchange, the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the New 
York Mercantile Exchange, 
said it was applying to Britain's 
Financial Services Authority to 
create a London-based market 
currency futures market in 
mid-2013. 

"We continue to see an in¬ 
crease in business coming 


from our diverse set of cus¬ 
tomers in Europe, with more 
than 20 percent of our volume 
now originating from the re¬ 
gion," said Terry Duffy, CME 
Group executive chairman and 
president, in a statement. 

"Having an exchange in 
London that can leverage the

China’s currency under pressure 
as growth slows 



BEI¬ 
JING (AFP) - China's currency 
is facing strong downward 
pressure this year as the coun¬ 
try's once surging growth rates 
slow amid a stalling global 
economy and signs of capital 
flight after years of inflows. 

It is a new development for 
the yuan, once on a steady up¬ 
ward trajectory on the back of 
expectations that China's im¬ 
pressive economic strength 
made the currency a one-way 
bet. 

The economy, though, has 
slowed for six straight quarters 
and the 7.6 percent year-on- 
year expansion in gross do¬ 
mestic product for the three 
months ended June 30 was the 
worst since the 2008-2009 
global financial crisis. The 
yuan has dropped just one per¬ 
cent this year, but the fall has 


come after years of gains amid 
foreign pressure by China's 
trading partners, especially the 
United States, who claimed it 
was undervalued. 

The China Securities Jour¬ 
nal, a state newspaper, carried 
a front-page commentary this 


month saying markets have 
now accepted that the currency 
is on a weakening track, call¬ 
ing that a potential boon for the 
economy. 

A weaker yuan could spur 
positive effects such as boost¬ 
ing exports, it added. 
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Latin pop star goes classical with LA 
Philharmonic 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Colombian megastar Juanes, 
whose hit "La Camisa Negra" 
topped charts around the 
world, tried his hand at classi¬ 
cal music for the first time this 
week at the legendary Holly¬ 
wood Bowl in Los Angeles. 

Juanes and his group com¬ 
bined forces for just two 
nights, Friday and Saturday, 
with the Los Angeles Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra and the city's 
youth orchestra for disadvan¬ 
taged kids. 

"I've never played on stage 
with a symphony orchestra," 
Juanes, who has sold more 
than 15 million records and 
racked up more than a dozen 
awards over two decades, told 
AFP before the show. 

The playlist features popu¬ 
lar songs, along with some 
more "surprising, alternative 
choices," Juanes said. They 
also played songs from his first 
album that Juanes never sung 
on stage before. 


For the 40-year-old father 
of three, who has announced 
plans to slow down the frenetic 
pace of his career, the concert 
is also a chance to go back to 
the city that launched him to 
stardom. 

Juanes moved to Los Ange¬ 
les in 1998, staying for two 
years. "It was a very difficult 
period because I didn't have 
money or a record deal," he re¬ 
called. 

But before too long, Juanes 
met Gustavo Santaolalla, the 
Argentine musician and pro¬ 
ducer who first signed him. 

"Since then, I always came 
back to Los Angeles to record 
most of my albums," Juanes 
said. The musician said he 
loves the LA music scene, 
from the nonstop concerts, to 
the fantastic pool of studio mu¬ 
sicians. 

The singer said music was 
his life raft. 

"Art transformed my life in 
an incredible way," he said. "I 


began to play very young, 
and I was living in 
Medellin in the 1980s and 
1990s, a very difficult era 
in Colombia." 

It was around then that 
notorious drug lord Pablo 
Escobar, who once sup¬ 
plied most of the cocaine 
to the United States, 
based his operations in 
Medellin, masterminding 
a campaign of kidnap¬ 
pings and bombings in 
Colombia's capital Bogota and 
other parts of the country. 

He was eventually killed by 
police in 1993. 

"I believe that music saved me 
because I could have taken very 
different paths," Juanes said. 

The experience helped him 
appreciate the significance of 
music for the kids in LA's 
youth orchestra, created by the 
philharmonic's musical direc¬ 
tor, Venezuelan maestro Gus¬ 
tavo Dudamel. 

"Their story is incredible," 
Juanes enthused. 

The youths "come from 
challenging economic condi¬ 
tions. They join the program 
and music changes their life." 

According to Juanes, who 
now lives in Miami, the bene¬ 
fits of the program extend be¬ 
yond these young musicians. 

"This also transforms a 
community, their families, 
their friends, their neighbor¬ 
hood," he said. 


Singer Scott McKenzie dies 
at 73 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
singer Scott McKenzie, who 
sang "San Francisco (Be Sure 
to Wear Flowers in Your 
Hair)," the unofficial anthem 
of the counterculture move¬ 
ment of the 1960s, has died 
here at the age of 73, his web¬ 
site reported Monday. 

"It is with much sadness 
that we report the passing of 
Scott McKenzie in LA on the 
18th of August, 2012," said a 
statement posted on the site. 

"Scott had been very ill re¬ 
cently and passed away in his 
home after two weeks in hos¬ 
pital," it added. 

According to the site, 
McKenzie was in and out of 
hospital since 2010 after 


falling ill with Guillain-Barre 
Syndrome, a disease affecting 
the nervous system. 

It is thought he may have 
had a heart attack in early Au¬ 
gust, the site added. 

"San Francisco" was written 
by John Phillips, the leader of 
the 1960s group The Mamas 
and the Papas, but it was sung 
by McKenzie. 

In 1988, McKenzie also co¬ 
wrote with Phillips, Mike Love 
and Terry Melcher the Beach 
Boys hit "Kokomo." 

Scott spent much of the 
1990s touring with the Mamas 
and Papas. Eventually, with no 
original members left, the 
group disbanded.

John Lennon's killer up for 
parole for seventh time 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mark 
David Chapman, the disturbed 
man who shot dead Beatles 
frontman John Lennon, is up 
for parole for the seventh time, 
with a decision expected later 
this week, prison officials said 
Sunday. 

The hearing is set to begin 
on today and will last two to 
three days, New York State 
prison service spokeswoman 
Linda Foglia told AFP, adding 
that she expects a decision "by 
the end of the week." 

Chapman, 57, was sen¬ 
tenced in 1981 to between 20 
years and life in prison for 
Lennon's murder on December 


8, 1980, as the legendary 
singer-songwriter was walking 
with his wife Yoko Ono to 
their home by New York's 
Central Park. 

Chapman, who was men¬ 
tally unstable and just 25 at the 
time, had staked out the musi¬ 
cian's apartment building. 

Earlier in the day the musi¬ 
cian had even autographed a 
copy of his latest album "Dou¬ 
ble Fantasy" for the man who 
would kill him. 

Chapmaneventually 
pleaded guilty to the murder, 
and is currently being held at 
the Wende maximum security 
prison in Alden, New York.

Valverde praised run¬ 
ner-up 'Purito' Ro¬ 
driguez, saying he could 
easily have won the 
stage. 

The third stage, which 
presented riders with four 
ascents including a cate¬ 
gory 1 climb to Arrate just ahead 
of the finish, began with a 
breakway group that quickly 
grew to eight riders. 

The early leaders, including 
Belgian Philippe Gilbert 
(BMC), managed to put more 
than four minutes between 
themselves and the peloton at 
one point, with the tempera¬ 
ture hitting 38 degrees Celsius 
(100 Fahrenheit) in the mid-af¬ 
ternoon. 


Contador made repeated at¬ 
tacks on the lead in the final 
kilometres but failed to 
squeeze out Valverde, who 
snatched the red jersey from 
compatriot and Movistar team¬ 
mate Jonathan Castroviejo. 

Valverde said he and Cas¬ 
troviejo were satisfied with 
their performance so far. 

Dutchman Pirn Ligthart of 
Team Vacansoleil-DCM won 
the 'King of the Mountains' 
polka dot jersey as best 
climber of the stage. 



OTTAWA (AFP) - A 14-year-old Canadian became the 
youngest person to swim across Lake Ontario late Sun¬ 
day after completing the 52-kilometer (32-mile) crossing 
in 27 hours. Annaleise Carr entered the waters at Niag- 
ara-On-The-Lake and swam north to Toronto's water¬ 
front, where she was greeted by her family and 
hundreds of supporters, according to the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. The event raised tens of 
thousands of dollars for a camp for children with cancer. 
Carr reportedly visited Camp Trillium last year and was 
so moved that she asked to volunteer but was told she 
was too young, so instead she embarked on this 
fundraising mission. Reports from boats accompanying 
the teen on her journey described her head bobbing up 
and down with each stroke in the dark, frigid waters 
through strong winds and a tumbling surf. Carr was vis¬ 
ibly exhausted by the last leg when the waters turned 
choppy, said the daily Toronto Star. Marilyn Bell was the 
first person to swim across the lake in 1954, at age 16. 



TOKYO (AFP) - Up to 500,000 people lined the streets 
of Tokyo on Monday to hail Japan's Olympic medal¬ 
lists, organisers said, in a boost for the city's bid to 
stage the 2020 Games. Athletes who returned from 
London with a national record medal haul were lauded 
as they rode on open-top buses through the capital's 
upmarket shopping district of Ginza. The Japan 
Olympic Committee (JOC) said about 500,000 people 
crammed into Ginza to get a glimpse of the country's 
medal heroes, waving, shouting and taking pictures 
with their mobile phones. Japan came home from Lon¬ 
don with seven gold, 14 silver and 17 bronze medals, 
the country's best-ever showing. Japanese medallists 
included gymnastic champion Kohei Uchimura, who 
won the men's all-around title, and women wrestlers 
Saori Yoshida and Kaori Icho, who won their third 
straight Olympic golds. The huge turn-out -- police did 
not issue their own estimate of the size of the crowd - 
- will be seen as a fillip for the JOC, which has strug¬ 
gled with low public support in its bid to host the 2020 
Olympics. Tokyo is up against Madrid and Istanbul for 
the right to hold the Games. 
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Golf: Romney praises Augusta 
National admission of women 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
Presidential challenger Mitt 
Romney was among those 
praising Augusta National golf 
club’s long-delayed admission 
of women members, an¬ 
nounced Monday by club 
chairman Billy Payne. 

Payne said the club that 
hosts the Masters, one of the 
four major championships in 
men's golf, had invited former 
US secretary of state Con- 
doleezza Rice and South Car¬ 
olina financier Darla Moore to 
join and both had accepted. 

"Congrats to my friend 
@CondoleezzaRice for join¬ 
ing Augusta National & con¬ 
grats to Augusta National for 
admitting its first female mem¬ 
bers," Romney said in a post¬ 
ing in Twitter. 

US PGA Tour Commis¬ 
sioner Tim Finchem also wel¬ 
comed the news. 
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"The PGA TOUR com¬ 
mends Augusta National Golf 
Club on the news that it has in¬ 
vited Condolezza Rice and 
Darla Moore to become its 
first women members," 
Finchem said in a statement. 
"At a time when women rep¬ 
resent one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing segments in both playing 
and following the game of 
golf, this sends a positive and 
inclusive message for our 
sport." 

Augusta National's refusal 
to admit women members had 
become an increasingly con¬ 
tentious issue.

- A federal judge Mon¬ 
day dismissed Lance 
Armstrong's lawsuit 
against the US Anti-Dop¬ 
ing Agency, opening the 
way for the agency's 
drug case against the 
seven-time Tour de 
France winner to pro¬ 
ceed. 

US District Judge 
Sam Sparks noted "trou¬ 
bling aspects" of 
US ADA's case against 
Armstrong and a "per¬ 
plexing" battle between 
US AD A and the International 
Cycling Union over jurisdic¬ 
tion in the case, but despite his 
criticism of those bodies he 
was firm in his view that the 
US courts were not the place 
to decide the issue. 

Armstrong, who has vehe¬ 
mently denied doping during 
his cycling career, had argued 
US AD A lacked jurisdiction to 
pursue a case against him and 
claimed the agency's arbitra¬ 
tion process violated his rights 
under the US constitution. 

Sparks dismissed the law¬ 
suit, filed in Armstrong's 
hometown of Austin, Texas. 
Armstrong can appeal to a 
higher court, move on to arbi¬ 
tration with US AD A — and 
perhaps eventually to the 


Court of Arbitration for Sport 
— or accept sanctions from the 
agency, which has charged 
Armstrong with doping during 
the years he won his Tour de 
France titles from 1999-2005. 

Penalties could include a 
lifetime ban from cycling and 
the loss of his Tour de France 
titles. 

Sparks found Armstrong's 
claim that US ADA's proce¬ 
dures denied him his constitu¬ 
tional right to due process was 
"without merit". 

Otherwise, the judge said, 
the matter would be "best re¬ 
solved through the well-estab¬ 
lished system of international 
arbitration, by those with ex¬ 
pertise in the field, rather than 
by the unilateral edict of a sin¬ 
gle nation's courts." 


GREENSBORO (AFP) - 
Spain's Sergio Garcia won the 
rain-disrupted Wyndham 
Championship by two strokes 
Monday, securing a Ryder Cup 
berth with his first US PGA 
Tour title since 2008. 

Garcia, one of 38 players 
returning to the course Mon¬ 
day to complete a final round 
halted by rain, carded a 66 for 
an 18-under par total of 262. 

It was Garcia's first US title 
since he won the 2008 Players 
Championship, and his first 
title worldwide since his back- 
to-back victories on the Euro¬ 
pean Tour last October. 

"Obviously I won a couple 
of times last year in Europe, 
but it's been a while here (in 
the United States) and it feels 
great," he said. 

Garcia started the week at 
11th on the World Points List, 
with the top 10 on the list earn¬ 
ing automatic berths on the 
European Ryder Cup team to 
take on the United States in 
September. 

The points for the victory 
took him to fifth, and with just 
one more eligible event re¬ 
maining at Gleneagles he can't 
be pushed out of the top 10. 

European captain Jose 
Maria Olazabal will also make 
two captain's picks for the 
team for the biennial match- 
play showdown. 

Garcia led after the third 
round and was atop the leader- 
board when fourth-round play 


was suspended 
Sunday because 
of heavy rain. 

After a bogey 
dropped him into 
a tie for the lead 
the Spaniard 
birdied four holes 
in a five-hole 
stretch to regain 
the advantage. 

Garcia began 
his march to the 
title with a birdie 
at 13, where he 
chipped to about a 
foot and made the 
putt for birdie. 

He birdied 15 
from a bunker, 
sinking a five- 
foot putt, and 
birdied the par- 
three 16th after 
his tee shot 
landed two feet from the pin. 

His birdie at 17 moved him 
to 19-under, making a bogey at 
the last meaningless. 

The victory helped erase 
the memories of his last ap¬ 
pearance at Greensboro, when 
he held a share of the third 
round lead in 2009 but eventu¬ 
ally finished fourth. 

"That year, I was pretty 
much in control and I lost it 
myself," Garcia said, adding 
he didn't think the Sedgefield 
course owed him something. 
"The course didn't do anything 
wrong to me." 

Clark, a local favorite after 
attending North Carolina State 


University, moved into a tie with 
Garica with a birdie at the eighth 
- his third hole of the day. 

Garcia edged ahead again 
with a birdie at the 11th, but 
after a bogey at 12 he was 
again tied for the lead. 

American Chad Campbell 
briefly joined them atop the 
leaderboard with a third 
straight birdie at 17, but Garcia 
then launched his big run. 

American Bud Cauley fin¬ 
ished third with a 68 for 265. 
Campbell's 66 gave him a 
share of fourth place on 266 
alongside Jimmy Walker (67) 
and Sweden's Carl Pettersen 
(68).
